Introductory  Discourse, 

Difcovering  the  great  Efficacy  of  the 
Recrements  of  the  Body ,  to  the 
Digefio?!  of  our  Food \  the  Circu¬ 
lation  of  the  Bloody  and  the  Secre¬ 
tion  of  the  alimentary  Fluids . 


A  M  fenfible  that  few  Phyfi- 
j  M#  c^ans  ^iave  examined  thefe  Re- 
^  crements  t^ie  ®0(fy  with  that 
®c$oo$pc$cc$.&  Attention,  Accuracy,  and  Dili¬ 
gence,  that  a  Point  of  fo  great  Impor^ 
tance  requires ;  and  tho’  they  are  many 
and  divers,  yet  they  all  contribute  their 
Share  to  the  Maceration,  Attenuation,  and 
Digeftion  of  our  Aliments  in  the  Mouth  ; 
to  the  greater  Liquidation  of  the  Chyle  in 


the  Stomach  and  Inteftines;  to  the  more 
perfect  Fufion  of  the  Blood  in  the  Veins 
and  Arteries  ;  and  the  better  Secretion 
of  the  various  Juices,  feparated  and  coE 
ledled  in  the  different  Foliiculi  or  Recep¬ 
tacles,  fituated  in  the  various  Organs  of 
the  Body,  and  which  are  ordained  by  Na- 
ture,  to  ferve  very  great,  and  important 
Uies,  in  the  animal  OEconomy. 

T  h  e  s  e  Recrements  are  diflinguifhed 
from  the  excrementitious  Difcharges,  as 
the  latter  are  thrown  out  of  the  Body,  and 
of  no  further  Ufe  in  Support  of  the  feveral 
refpedive  Parts  of  the  Animal,  and  which 
therefore  are  called  the  Excrements  5  while 
the  former  ferve  many  great  and  neceflary 
Purpofes  in  Life  5  fo  that  I  queftion  whether 
any  animal  Circulation,  Secretion,  or  Ex¬ 
cretion,  could  be  carried  on,  without  the 
Afliftance  of  thefe  Recrements  *  for  all 
the  Motions  of  the  Chyle,  Blood,  and  ani¬ 
mal  juices,  would  Magnate  and  hand  frill" 


in  an  Xnflaat,  were  it  not  for  the  Saliva, 
Bile,  pancreatic  Juice,  and  divers  other 
Fluids  fecreted  from  the  arterial  Blood  ; 
And  as  thefe  fecreted  Fluids  are  the  main 
Principles  that  fupport  the  Life  of  Ani¬ 
mals  ;  fo  in  the  moil  noxious,  venomous, 
and  poifonous  Creatures,  where  the  great 
Mifchief  is  done  by  a  Bite,  and  the.  Infix- 
fion  of  a  poifonous  Fluid  into  the  Wound, 
as  is  done  by  the  Viper  ;  then,  upon  Re¬ 
flection,  we  difcover  that  there  muft  necef- 
farily  be  a  counter  Poifon,  generated  and  fe¬ 
creted  fomewhere  in  the  Body  itfelf,  to 
preferve  this  noxious  Animal  from  the 
Force  and  deadly  Effedts  of  its  own  Pol- 
fon. 

But  of  all  the  various  Separations  and 
Secretions,  I  know  none  of  fo  much  Con- 
fequence  to  the  Body,  as  that  fecreted  Li¬ 
quor,  we  call  the  Saliva,  or  what  is  ge¬ 
nerally  meant  by  the  Fading  Spittle,  as  will 
more  clearly  appear,  when  we  come  to 

B  2  fpeak 
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fpeak  of  Its  Effects  and  Confequenccs  up¬ 
on  the  Bodies  of  rational  Animals  ;  for 
without  this  fecreted  Fluid,  we  could 
neither  chew  our  Victuals,  nor  fwallow  our 
Food  into  the  Stomach,  nor  digeft  it,  after 
it  was  there  ;  fo  that  all  the  Motions  of 
the  Body  wrould  grow  dry,  ftagnate,  and 
be  at  perpetual  Reft,  were  not  our  feveral 
Aliments  mixed,  attenuated,  and  fuffici- 
ently  diluted  in  the  Mouth,  by  the  pene¬ 
trating  Salts  of  the  falival  Fluid,  before  they 
are  fwallowed  down  into  the  Stomach. 

And  tho?  of  late,  we  have  heard  of 
mighty  Feats  being  done  by  the  Virtues  of 
crude  Mercury,  Tar-water,  and  divers  other 
Quack  Medicines,  fold  up  and  down  this 
Town,  with  Royal  Patents,  and  dignified 
Titles,  yet  I  queftion,  whether  in  the  Gra¬ 
vel,  Stone,  Gout,  and  Rheumatifm,  there 
ever  yet  was,  or  at  this  Time  is  3  or  in 
Times  to  come  fhall  be,  cjifcovered  a  Me¬ 
dicine  mare  valuable  in  the  foregoing  Dif- 

eafess 
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eafes,  than  what  1  now  offer  for  the  Bene* 
fit  of  Mankind. 

And  the  Patient  may  aflure  himfelf, 
that,  if  thefe  Rules  and  Cautions,  laid 
down  in  the  following  Pages,  are  but  right¬ 
ly  purfued,  and  duly  executed,  they  will 
mightily  contribute,  not  only  to  preferve 
him  in  Health,  but  alfo  prove  extremely  ef¬ 
ficacious  to  reftore  that  invaluable  Bleffing, 
whenever  overpowered  by  the  Force  of  a 
Difeafe.  And,  in  all  thefe  Cafes,  I  find 
little  Occafon  for  the  Ufe  of  Medicine, 
provided  the  Patient  eats  his  Cruft  punctu¬ 
ally  in  a  Morning  fading,  and  is  obferving 
of  the  Aer  Diet  and  Exerciie  I  have  let 
before  him, 
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SECT.  I. 

. 

0/  the  Virtues  of  a  Cruft  of  Bread ,  eat 
early  in  a  Morning  fafiing ,  with  its  Force 
and  Efficacy  in  relieving  the  Scurvy ,  Gr^- 
vely  Stone y  Gouty  Rheumatifniy  and  va¬ 
rious  other  Difeafes . 

A  M  now  going  to  fpeak  of  a 
H  I  ||  Remedy  fecond  to  none,  in  the 
5JO80#O8C  Cure  and  Relief  given  in  the 

foregoing  Difeafes  :  It  may  indeed  ferve 
other  Intentions  and  Purpofes  as  far  as  I 
know,  but  in  the  Gravel,  Stone,  Gout^ 
and  Rheumatifm,  I  know  it  to  be  the 
bed  and  fared  Remedy  hitherto  discover¬ 
ed  5  and  if  you  join  Fading  to  this  noble 
Medicine,  I  know  none  more  efficacious : 
Would  you  know  this  invaluable  Secret, 
it  is  Abdinence  :  I  fay  Abdinence  5— but 
by  the  Word  Abdinence,  I  do  not  mean 
a  mere  negative  Remedy,  as  if  Fading 

was 
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was  to  do  all  the  Work  herfelf,  by  fuf- 
fering  Nature,  in  due  Courfe  of  Time,  to 
refolve  the  Obftructions,  and,  at  her  Lei- 
fure,  to  digefi:  off  the  vifcid  Juices  and 
corrupt  Humours  ;  for  Abftinence  is  only 
neceffarv  as  an  Affiftant,  both  to  improve 
the  Operation,  and  enable  the  Cruft  of 
Bread,  eat  early  in  a  Morning  falling,  to 
exert  its  Virtues  with  more  falutary  Effects : 
For  all  Medicines  operate  bell  upon  an 
empty  Stomach,  and  few  purging  Medi¬ 
cines  are  advifed,  if  they  are  greatly  effi¬ 
cacious,  but  that  they  are  prefcribed  to  be 
taken  in  a  Morning  early,  and  the  firft 
Thing  that  the  Patient  does  ;  and  he  is 
often  advifed  not  to  eat  till  two  or  three 
Hours  after. 

I  chuse  to  expr'efs  myfelf,  in  the  vul¬ 
gar  Manner  of  Speech,  becaufe  the  vifible 
Relief  given  in  the  Gravel  or  Stone  is  ufu- 
ally  afcribed  to  the  Bread  alone,  and 
not  to  any  other  affiftant  Remedy  mix¬ 
ed 


i 
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ed  with  it  in  the  Mouth,  or  in  its  Paffage 
to  the  Stomach,  and  fo  into  the  Blood  : 
For  it  is  a  Truth,  eftabliihed  by  conftant 
Gbfervation  and  Experience,  that  divers 
Perfons,  by  eating  a  Cruft  of  Bread  in  a 
Morning  early,  and  failing  two  or  three 
Hours!4  after  it,  have  received  great  Relief 
in  the  Gravel  $  others  have  declared,  that 
under  the  Stone  their  fevered  Symptoms 
have  been  mightily  mitigated  $  and  fome 
again,  under  the  moft  painful  Symptoms 
of  the  Gout  and  Rheumatifm,  have  found 
their  Pains  greatly  relieved  by  adhering  to 
this  Remedy,  and  applying  chewed  Breads 
well  moiftened  with  the  failing  Saliva,  warm 
to  the  gouty  Parts:  And  I  do  not  fpeak 
thefe  Things  of  two  or  three  People  only, 
that  have  accidentally  been  thus  relieved, 
but  of  Hundreds,  nay,  I  may  fay  Thou- 
fands,  that,  within  my  own  Knowledge, 
have  received  great  Benefit  from  this  in¬ 
valuable  and  falutary  Medicine,

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Now 
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Now  to  examine  the  main  Point,  and 
enquire  upon  what  Principles  this  great  Re¬ 
lief  is  given  ;  for  if  we  confider  the  Bread 
itfelf,  this  Concrete  can  have  no  Efficacy, 
at  one  Time  more  than  another ;  if  the  Effi¬ 
cacy,  I  fay,  proceeds  from  the  intrinfical 
Principles  of  the  Bread  ;  for  then  a  Cruft 
eat  at  five  or  fix  in  the  Afternoon,  or  at  a 
proper  Diftance  from  our  Meals,  mu  ft  pro¬ 
duce  the  fame  Effiedfs  upon  the  urinary  Paf- 
fages;  upon  the  Obftrudtions  of  the  Joints 
and  Membranes  of  the  Mufcles,  that  it  does, 
when  eat  in  a  Morning  faffing;  and  there¬ 
fore  we  are  to  confider,  whether  this  Virtue 
and  Efficacy,  fuppofed  to  be  lodged  in  the 
Bread,  may  not  more  properly  be  owing  to 
fome  other  affifting  Caufe,  than  to  the  Piece 
of  Bread  itfelf ;  for  we  know  very  well,  that 
the  Matter  of  Fadf  is  fo,  viz.  That  a  Cruft 
of  Bread,  early  eat  in  a  Morning  faffing, 
does  produce  thefe  good  Effects  in  the  fore- 
faid  Difeafes ;  and  if  we  fearch  into  the  Vir- 

li  tues 
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tucs  of  Bread,  and  confider  what  Ingre¬ 
dients  there  is  in  a  Cruft,  we  fhall  not 
difcover  any  Virtues  in  the  Bread,  more 
than  to  nourifh  the  Body ;  for  the  pureft 
Wheat,  when  changed  into  never  fo  many 
different  Forms,  only  produces  a  more  ele¬ 
gant  Nouriftiment :  This  is  the  prime  Law 
of  its  Nature,  and  therefore  we  cannot 
fuppofe  that  the  Bread  itfelf  can  contain 
any  Powers  capable  of  producing  thefe 
Principles  of  Diffolution  of  the  Gravel,  At_ 
tenuation  of  the  Phlegm,  and  Mitigation 
of  the  painful  Symptoms  of  the  Stone  . 
and  therefore  I  rnuft  conclude,  that  the 
Bread  itfelf  does  not  contain  any  Princi¬ 
ples  powerful  enough  to  accomplifh  that 
great  Relief,  that  is  often  received  from 
eating  a  Cruft  of  Bread  in  a  Morning  ear¬ 
ly  ;  for  then  its  great  Efficacy  would  fen- 
fibly  appear,  from  the  great  Quantities  we 
eat  of  this  Aliment,  in  our  feveral  Meals, 
at  Morning,  Noon,  and  Night  :  And  hence 
I  infer,  that  the  Good  that  is  known  to

enfue,  from  eating  the  Bread,  mure  be  the 
Refult  of  fomewhat  that  accompanies  the 
Bread,  and  that  we  can  conceive  to  be  no- 
thing  but  the  fafting  Saliva,  which  leads 
me  to  fpeak  of  the  Origin,  Secretion,  and 
Compolition  of  this  Fluid,  or  what  we  vul¬ 
garly  call  the  Fafting  Spittle;  as  it  is  a 
Fluid  that  ferves  divers  great  and  important 
Purpofes  in  the  Animal-OEconomy. 


SECT.  II, 

Of  the  Origin ,  Secretion ,  and  Comp  oft  ion 
of  the  Fafting  Saliva ,  as  the  Fluid  that 
fir  ft  mixes  with  the  Bread ,  in  the  Mouth  ; 
in  its  Fafftage  through  the  Gala  ;  and  in 
its  Defcent  into  the  Stomach ,  as  the  foie 
Caufe  of  the  j or e going  falut ary  EfieSs. 

IT  Observed  in  the  fir  ft  Sedion,  that 
JL  few  Phyiicians  had  fufficiently  examined 
the  Recrements  of  the  Body  ;  and  fo  far 

looked 
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looked  into  the  Myfteries  of  Nature,  as  to 
confider  for  what  Purpofes  and  ufes  in  Life, 
they  were  feparated  and  fecreted  into  their 
proper  Channels  and  Receptacles ;  for  we 
daily  perceive,  that  the  Saliva,  the  pan¬ 
creatic  juice,  and  the  biliofe  Humours* 
are  three  Liquors  fecreted  from  their  re- 
fpedive  Organs,  that  ferve  great  and  emi¬ 
nent  Purpofes  in  the  AnimaL  ©Economy  * 
and  as  the  Saliva,  or  what  we  call  the  Spit¬ 
tle,  is  the  laft  and  mo  ft  confiderable  of  the 
Secretions,  fo  I  think  it  will  be  proper  to 
examine  the  Nature,  Properties,  and  con- 
ftituent  Principles  of  a  Fluid,  that  is  often 
the  Caufe  of  confiderable  Changes  and 
Alterations  in  Life. 

Now  the  three  grand  Recrements  of 
the  Body,  viz.  the  Saliva,  Bile,  and  Seed, 
are  three  Principles,  that  not  only  preferve 
Life  and  Health  in  the  Individuum  ;  but 
the  laft  fecreted  Fluid  is  that  facred  Balfam, 
that  has  continued  the  Species  from  the  Be¬ 
ginning 
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ginning  of  the  World  to  this  Time,  and 
which  will  fo  continue  it,  to  the  lateft  Pe¬ 
riod  of  Nature ,  and  therefore  methinks 
they  deferve  a  more  particular  Enquiry,  than 
what  I  perceive  Phyficians,  hitherto,  have 
been  pleafed  to  bedow  upon  them :  How¬ 
ever,  I  fliall  in  this  little  Trad:  only  proceed 
to  examine  the  Recrement  of  the  Saliva, 
the  Principles  of  the  juices  fecreted  in 
the  Stomach,  and  the  Properties  of  the 
Bile,  as  Subjects  the  moft  proper  at  pre- 
fent  for  my  Enquiry  ;  and  fliall  poftpone 
the  lad  to  a  more  convenient  Opportu¬ 
nity, 

However,  before  we  proceed  to  dif- 
cover  the  Powers,  Efficacy,  and  Operation 
of  the  Fading  Spittle,  I  judge  it  highly  ne~ 
ceffary  that,  in  the  firft  Place,  we  proceed 
to  examine  the  Origin,  Secretion,  and 
Compofition  of  this  noble  Fluid,  as  it*  is 
feparated  from  the  arterial  Blood  ;  becaufe 
upon  thefe  Principles  mod  of  its  adtive 

Powers, 
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Powers,  in  a  great  Meafure,  will  be  found 
to  have  their  Dependance. 

The  Saliva,  or  what  we  call  the  Failing 
Spittle,  is  originally  fecreted  from  the  arte¬ 
rial  Blood  by  two  complex  Glands,  called 
the  Parotides,  which,  according  to  Stem  and 
Nuck ,  two  accomplished  Anatomiils,  lye 
at  the  Root  of  the  Ear,  one  on  each  Side 
of  the  Neck  :  Thefe  Glands  fecern  the 
gr offer  Saliva ;  and,  by  Means  of  a  Num¬ 
ber  of  little  fmall  Tubes,  arifing  from  the 
inner  Coat  of  thefe  Glands,  convey  the  fecre¬ 
ted  Liquor  into  one  common  Dud:,  which, 
near  the  third  upper  Grinder,  opens  into  the 
Mouth,  whereby  the  jaws,  Tongue,  and 
all  the  inner  Parts  of  the  Lips,  are  moif- 
tened  with  this  vifcous,  fecreted  Spittle. 

But,  befides  thefe  two  large  fecretory 
Glands,  that  furnifh  out  the  groffer  Secre¬ 
tions  for  moiilening  the  Mouth  in  general, 
there  are  difcovered  by  later  Anatomiffs  dL 
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vers  other  minute,  conglobate  Glands,  that 
fecrete  a  finer,  thiner,  and  more  attenuated 
Fluid  :  Theie  have  their  Roots  in  the  Pa¬ 
late,  Tongue,  Gums,  and  Lips,  all  whofe 
Membranes  are  perforated  with  little  fmall 
Tubuli,  that  let  into  the  Mouth  a  fine? 
thin,  volatile  Saliva,  fomewhat  more  attenu¬ 
ated  than  the  former  :  However,  all  thefe 
Fountains  of  the  Spittle  are  fo  commo- 
dioufly  fifcuated,  that  they  mull  neceflfarily, 
upon  doling  of  the  Lips,  Prefiure  of  the 
Jaws,  and  combining  or  comprefiing  of 
the  Cheeks,  fqueeze  out  a  good  Quantity  of 
their  Contents  into  the  Mouth,  for  the  fe~ 
parating,  moiftening,  and  diffolving  of  the 
Aliments  we  take  for  the  Support  of  Life. 

And  this  is  the  Reafon,  why  thefe 
Glands  difeharge  the  greateft  Quantities  of 
their  fecreted  Liquors,  during  Maftication, 
or  when  we  chew  our  Food  ;  becaufe  then 
there  is  not  only  the  greateft  Prefiure  upon 
thefe  Organs,  but,  at  the  fame  Time,  ail 

the 
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the  Parts  of  the  Mouth  are  put  into  greater 
Motions  and  Compreflions,  than  at  any 
other  Time  whatever ;  for  to  make  the  Ex^ 
periment,  if  you  pleafe  to  grind  clofe  the 
Teeth,  and,  at  the  fame  Time,  comprefs 
your  Cheeks  with  the  Lips,  you  will 
readily  perceive  a  larger  Difcharge  of  Sali¬ 
va  to  ouze  from  thefe  refpedive  Glands, 
than  when  the  fame  lye  ftill,  are  at  reft, 
and  under  no  Compreffion. 

But,  of  all  Remedies  prefcribed,  we 
ought  not  only  to  attempt  to  know  their 
Origin,  Nature,  and  Production,  but  alfo 
to  endeavour  to  penetrate  into  the  Princi¬ 
ples,  Powers,  and  Properties,  they  confift 
of,  whereby  we  fhall  be  better  enabled  to 
difcover  their  Manner  of  Adion,  and  the 
different  Efforts  they  exert  upon  the  vari¬ 
ous  Organs  of  the  animal  OEconomy. 


As  to  the  Saliva,  when  all  the  different  Se¬ 
cretions  are  intimately  mixed  in  the  Mouth, 
and  formed  into  one  uniform,  attenu- 

D  ated 
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ated,  frothy  Humour  $  the  Mixture  then 
appears  from  Experiments,  to  conflitute  a 
fine,  thin,  volatile,  filver-coloured  Fluid, 
and  which  is  fecreted  from  the  arterial 
Blood  in  the  caroted  Arteries,  and  called 
the  Saliva  or  Spittle. 

Up  on  Examination,  it  appears  to  be  a 
Compofition  of  Salt,  Oil,  and  Sulphur,  dif- 
folved  in  a  pretty  large  Quantity  of  a  fine, 
thin,  attenuated  Phlegm,  very  nearly  re- 
fembling  the  Confidence  of  Soap  Wa¬ 
ter,  to  which  it  is  very  nearly  related  by 
the  Virtues  of  its  Qualities. 

Under  a  found  State  of  Health,  it  is 
without  Smell,  perfectly  in  lipid,  or  if  it 
has  any  tafte,  it  may  properly  be  faid  to 
refemble  the  White  of  an  Egg:  To  the 
Touch  it  is  extreamly  vifcid ;  eafily  mixes 
with  Oil  and  therefore  is  oleofe;  it  readi¬ 
ly  evaporates  with  the  lead:  Force  of  Fire, 
and  therefore  contains  a  large  Portion  of 
volatile  Parts  j  and  in  its  Nature  is  mightily 

pene- 
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penetrant  and  abfterfive,  and  therefore  will 
deffioy  even  the  Spericity  of  the  mercurial 
Globes  themfelves,  whofe  round  Figures 
are  fo  difficult  to  deffioy,  unlefs  you  ap¬ 
ply  Salts,  Fire,  Sulphur,  or  Ingredients  of 
an  undious,  adhefive  Nature. 


SECT.  III. 

Of  the  Properties ,  Virtues ,  and  falutary

Effedls  of  the  Fa  fling  Saliva ,  when  exter¬ 
nally  applied  to  old  Aches ,  Pains ,  recent 
Cuts,  Wounds  old  Ulcers ,  Corns ,  £}T5 

gwtfy  Nodes, 

IF  we  confider  the  Faffing  Saliva  alone, 
and  as  it  is  fecreted  from  the  falival 
Glands  lituated  in  the  Jaws  and  Mouth  > 
we  fhall  perceive  divers  great  and  remark¬ 
able  Effeds  to  arife  from  its  Application  ; 
for  this  Saliva  may  mod  properly  be  called 

D  2  the 
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the  noble  Balfam  of  Nature,  as  it  is  a  furer 
Relief,  in  moft  Cafes,  where  outwardly 
applied,  than  what  moft  People  will  eafily 
be  led  to  believe,  that  have  not  themfelves 
tryed  its  Efficacy :  1  do  not  defire  to  be  too 
fanguine  upon  the  Virtues  of  the  Fafting 
Saliva;  but  ffiall  only  beg  Leave  of  the 
Reader  to  lay  down  what  I  know  to  be 
Matter  of  Fa6t;  and  then  ffiall  proceed  to 
give  a  Detail  of  divers  very  furpriftng 
Cures,  that  one  Mrs.  Bojlock  at  A 'antwich 
in  Chejhire ,  has  done  to  vaft  Numbers  of 
People,  in  that  Neighbourhood,  by  the, 
outward  Application  of  the  Fafting  Saliva 
vulgarly  called  the  Fafting  Spittle. 

I  am  intimately  acquainted  with  a  Gen¬ 
tleman,  that  every  Spring  and  Fall  was  ac- 
cofted  with  a  very  troublefome  fcorbutic- 
Tetter;  he  had  taken  Mercury  in  all  Shapes, 
advifed  with  feveral  Phyficians,  and  by 
their  Advice  had  applied  Mixtures,  Oint¬ 
ments,  and  Waters,  prefcribed  for  tettery 

Humours 
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Humours,  but  without  Succefs  :  At  laft, 
he  was  advifed  to  apply  the  Farting  Saliva 
every  Morning,  which,  in  a  Fortnights 
Time  effeftually  cured  him. 

Nor  do  I  know  a  better  Medicine  for 
troublefome  Corns.  A  Perfon  of  fome 
Diftinftion  had  a  Corn  on  the  off  Side  of 
his  Foot,  that  fo  (hakled  his  Limbs,  as  al- 
moft  to  reduce  him  to  the  State  of  a 
Cripple  $  He  employed  the  Corn -cutter 
without  Effect ;  for  every  Time  it  was  cut, 
it  both  bled  and  pained  him  very  much  ; 
Thefe  are  ufual  Accidents  that  happened 
from  a  Nerve  and  Vein,  that  enter’d  into  the 
Compofition  of  the  Corn,  and  whofe  Sen- 
Ability  and  Cavity  were  not  totally  de- 
ftroyed  by  fo  hard  a  Body  ;  He  had  made 
Ufe  of  Plaifters,  Baifams,  Ointments,  Lo¬ 
tions,  and  all  manner  of  Applications,  but 
to  no  manner  of  Purpofe:  Fie  then  acci¬ 
dently  afked  a  Gentleman’s  Opinion,  and 
was  advifed  every  Night  to  foak  his  Feet

Relief  of  divers  Difeafes  :  But  in  mod  of 
thefe  Cafes,  except  the  Dropfy,  I  will  be

Thus  far  I  could  not  but  remark 
in  Cafes  fo  particular  in  their  Afpedt,  and 
which  were  relieved  by  fuch  a  Ample  Re¬ 
medy  as  I  am  now  treating  of. 
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SECT.  IV. 

Of  the  Vehicle  mo/l  proper  to  convey  this  So¬ 
vereign  Remedy  into  the  Stomach ,  in  order 
to  facilitate  its  Operation  and  falutary 
Effedlsy  upon  the  various  Vifcera ,  Organs , 
and  Fluids  of  animal  Bodies . 

Hitherto  we  have  confidered  the  Fail¬ 
ing  Saliva  alone,  and  as  it  is  applied 
to  the  external  Parts  of  the  Body  :  I  am 
come  now  to  fpeak  of  its  falutary  Effedfs, 
when  it  is  mixed,  combined,  and  affoci- 
ated  with  the  fine  Fluid  fecreted  from  the 
Glands  of  the  Oefophagus,  or  Gula,  in  its 
Defcent  into  the  Stomach  ;  when  it  is 
combined  with  the  ftomachic  Juices  fe¬ 
creted  from  the  villous  Coat  of  that  im¬ 
portant  Organ  ;  and  the  Improvements  it 
acquires,  as  a  Diffolvent,  after  it  is  got  out 
of  the  Stomach  into  the  Inteflines,  and 
there  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  Bile  and 
pancreatic  Juices, 

And 
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And  it  plainly  appears,  from  theObfer- 
vations  we  have  made  in  the  firft  Sedtion, 
that  the  Bread  is  little  or  nothing  concern- 

_  i 

ed  in  produciug  thefe  good  Effedts,  we 
fo  fenlibly  perceive  to  enfue,  upon  eating 
a  Cruft  of  Bread,  in  a  Morning  fafting  ; 
nor  can  the  Virtues  that  follow,  upon  eat¬ 
ing  that  Concrete,  be  properly  afcribed 

to  the  Bread  itfelf ;  for  it  never  could  be 

¥ 

fwallowed,  did  not  the  Fafting  Saliva  mix 
with  it,  and  convert  it  to  a  pulpous  Sub- 
ftance,  and  thereby  fit  it  for  Digeftion  $ 
for  no  dry  Aliments  ever  could  be  fwallow¬ 
ed,  without  a  proper  Portion  of  the  falival 
Fluid  5  nor  do  I  conceive,  that  any  other 
liquid  Menftruum  would  ferve  the  Inten¬ 
tions  of  Nature  fo  well  as  the  Saliva:  And 
this  is  the  Reafon,  why  the  greateft  Num¬ 
ber  of  falival  Glands  are  placed  in  the 
Mouth,  and,  confequently,  the  greateft 
Quantity  of  Saliva  feparated  from  thefe 
glandular  Me(hes,  during  Maftication,  or

the  Time  we  are  chewing  of  our  Food  5 
for  then  there  is  not  only  the  greateft  Pref- 
fure  and  Motion  in  all  the  Parts  of  the 
Mouth ,  but  the  Mufcles  of  the  Jaws, 
Cheeks,  and  Lips,  are  more  forcibly  com- 
prefled,  contraded,  and  put  in  Motion, 
than  at  any  other  Time  ;  for  thefe  glan¬ 
dular  Bodies,  the  Fountains  of  the  Saliva, 
are  fo  commodioufly  fituated,  that  they 
muft  necefiarily,  upon  any  Preflure  of  the 
Cheeks,  or  clofing  of  the  Jaws,  fqueeze 
out  their  Contents  into  the  Mouth  ;  and, to 
make  the  Experiment,  let  any  Perfon  grind 
clofe  his  Gums  and  Teeth,  and,  at  the 
fame  Time,  ftraitly  comprefs  the  Mufcles 
of  his  Cheeks  and  Jaws,  and  he  will  readi* 
ly  perceive  a  larger  Difcharge  of  Saliva  to 
flow  into  his  Mouth  from  thefe  Comprcf- 
flans,  than  is  ufual  from  the  fame  Glands, 
at  any  other  Time  ;  which  plainly  demon- 
ftrates  how  much  the  Adion  of  thefe 
Mufcles  contribute  to  influence  the  Dif¬ 
charge  of  thefe  falival  Glands, 


But 
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But  if  the  Relief  given  does  not  con- 
fift  in  the  Virtues  of  the  Bread  itfelf,  but 
in  the  Secretion  of  the  Recrement,  called 
the  Failing  Spittle,  then  you  will  fay ;  to 
what  End  and  Purpofe  ferves  a  Piece  of 
Bread,  eat  early  in  a  Morning  failing  :  To 
this  I  anfwer;  to  very  great  and  good  Pur- 
pofes  every  Way:  For,  in  the  firil  Place, 
there  is  no  other  Subilance  we  know  of,  that 
can  fo  properly  be  eat  in  a  Morning  fail¬ 
ing,  as  a  Cruft  of  Bread,  or  that  the  Sto¬ 
mach  will  fo  readily  receive  and  digeft  as 
that  Concrete  :  Secondly,  of  all  other  Ali¬ 
ments,  it  is  the  moil  proper  Vehicle  to  im¬ 
bibe  and  colled:  the  Failing  Saliva ;  and 
therefore,  of  all  other  Vehicles,  it  is  the 
fitteft  to  be  employed  upon  thefe  Occafions, 
as  it  beft  mixes  with  the  Saliva  :  Thirdly, 
the  Force  from  the  Teeth,  neceflary  to  di¬ 
vide  a  Cruft,  and  break  its  Coheiions,  will 
more  readily  fqueeze  out  the  Saliva  from 
the  feveral  falival  Glands. 


i 
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These  are  the  Reafons  I  offer  in  Pre¬ 
ference  to  a  Cruft  of  Bread  :  And  there¬ 
fore  I  judge,  that  no  other  Concrete  will  fo 
readily  ferve  the  Purpofe,  as  a  Cruft  of 
Bread,  unlefs  it  be  what  we  call  the  Cap¬ 
tains  Bifcuits,  which  they  carry  to  Sea  for 
their  own  Eating  i  Thefe  are  ftill  prefer¬ 
able  to  Bread,  as  they  are  ftill  harder  than 
a  Cruft,  and  more  deftitute  of  all  foreign 
Mixtures,  as  they  are  free  from  both  Le- 
ven  and  Yeaft;  But  as  thefe  fometimes  may 
be  difficult  to  be  had,  fo  I  judge  aPiece  of 
Bread,  in  the  general,  the  beft  Vehicle  we 
can  fubftitute,  in  order  to  convey  the  Fail¬ 
ing  Saliva  into  the  Stomach.  And  hence 
it  clearly  appears,  that  the  Virtue  and  Effi¬ 
cacy  that  refults  from  Eating  a  Cruft  of 
Bread,  does  not  fo  properly  arife  from  the 
Bread  itfelf,  as  the  chewing  and  mixing  it 
with  the  Fading  Spittle;  and  therefore* 
to  improve  this  fine,  liquid,  volatile  Soap 
and  exalt  its  Virtues,  I  advife  you,  having 
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eat  nothing  over  Night  for  Supper,  about 
five  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  to  eat 
one  Ounce,  or  an  Ounce  and  Half,  of  ei¬ 
ther  Wheat  or  Rye  Bread,  which,  in  chew¬ 
ing,  will  take  up  full  half  an  Ounce  of 
the  Falling  Saliva,  to  reduce  it  into  a  proper, 
foft,  pulpofe  Subftance,  and  which,  when 
well  chewed  and  moiftened,  will  be  eafily 
fwallowed ;  and  when  you  have  got  it  down 
into  the  Stomach,  then  leave  the  reft  to 
Nature,  and  if  you  can,  go  to  lleep.  And 
it  is  advifeable  that  you  eat  nothing  for  two 
or  three  Hours  after,  which  leads  me  to 
fpeak  a  few  Things  of  the  Confequences 
of  its  being  got  into  the  Stomach,  and  of 
its  Mixture  with  divers  of  the  fecreted 
Juices,  in  the  Stomach  and  Inteftines. 

Now  this  Courfe,  if  fteadily  purfued  for 
a  Month  or  Six  Weeks,  will  prove  of  great 
Efficacy  in  divers  Difeafes,  that  have  Gh- 
ftruftions  and  fabulous  Concretions  for 
their  Parent,  as  the  Gravel,  Stone,  Gout, 

and 
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and  Rhcamatifm.  Nor  is  it  lefs  efficaci¬ 
ous  in  Tumours  of  the  Liver,  Spleen 
and  divers  other  Organs;  in  all  which  Cafes, 
it  is  known  to  give  great  Relief. 


SECT.  V, 


Of  the  Improvements  the  Fa  fling  Saliva  re¬ 
ceives  from  its  mixing  with  the  fiomachic , 
the  bilious ,  and  pancreatic  Juices  m  the 
Stomach ,  Intejlines ,  and  Farts  adjoining  ; 
and  in  particular ,  of  the  Nature  Pro¬ 
perties  >  and  confituent  Principles  of  the 
Bile ,  as  the  great  eft  Diffolvent  in  Nature . 

BUT  after  this  fine,  thin  faponaceous 
Fluid,  we  call  the  Saliva  or  Spittle, 
has  left  the  Mouth,  and  before  it  gets  down 
into  the  Stomach,  it  receives  confiderable 
Improvements  from  a  fine,  thin,  attenu¬ 
ated,  volatile  Fluid,  fecreted  from  a  Num¬ 
ber  of  Glands  fituated  in  the  Head  of  the 

F  2  Gula3 
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Gula,  which  ftill  renders  it  more  penetrant 
and  abfterfive;  It  Hill  acquires  more  Force 
and  Energy  from  its  Mixture  with  the  Sto¬ 
mach  juices,  difcharged  from  the  various 
Glands,  whofe  Orifices  form  the  velvet 
Coat  of  this  important  Organ  :  Thefe  fup- 
ply  the  Stomach  with  a  fine,  thin,  clear, 
fpumofe  Fluid,  that  tafies  a  little  faline  and 
acid,  but  is  very  adive  and  volatile  in  its 
Properties. 

Th  is  is  ordained  by  Nature  to  pene¬ 
trate  the  Foods,  break  their  Cohefions,  and 
help  forward  their  Digeflion  for  the  Nou- 
rifhment  of  the  Body;  And  here  a  very 
fair  Opportunity  offers  itfelf  for  me  to  fpeak 
of  the  Principles  of  Digeftion,  and  to  dis¬ 
cover  how  thefe  important  Changes  are 
brought  about,  that  convert  our  Aliments 
into  Nourifhment,  but  this  would  be  foreign 
to  my  Intention,  and  he  a  Means  of  render¬ 
ing  the  Difcourfe  tedious,  as  my  avowed 
Defign  is  Brevity,  and  only  to  take  a  View 

of 
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of  the  fecreted  Fluids  as  far  as,  in  their 
Courfe,  they  join  with  the  Fading  Saliva, 
in  order  to  exalt  it  into  a  fine  faponace- 
ous  Liqour,  proper  to  relieve  the  Body  of 
its  Infirmities. 

Th  us  it  appears  how  much  the  Fading 
Saliva  is  improved  in  its  Nature,  Properties, 
and  Adlion,  from  the  lubricating  Lymph 
of  the  Gula,  the  domachic  Juices,  and  the 
chylous  Fluid,  all  continually  digeding  in 
the  Stomach ;  continually  fecreting  from 
their  refpedtive  Glands,  and  continually 
flowing  over  the  Pilorus  into  the  Duodenum* 
where  they  mix  and  unite  with  the  bilious 
and  pancreatic  Juices,  which  greatly  im¬ 
prove  this  noble,  a&ive  Medicine  and  by 
their  Tumults,  Conflicts,  and  Conquaf- 
fations,  render  it  the  mod  penetrant,  ab- 
fterfive,  and  didolving  Medicine  we  know 
of  in  Nature. 

And  becaufe  I  have  mentioned  the  bi¬ 
lious  Juice  as  an  Ingredient  in  this  fine,  vo¬ 
latile, 
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latile,  diffolvent  Medicine,  you  will  per* 
mit  me  here  a  little  to  examine  into  the 
Nature,  Properties,  and  Secretion  of  the 
Bile,  becaufe  it  is  a  Liquor,  that  will  be 
found  to  have  very  confide rable  Effect 
and  Confequences  in  the  various  Orgaa 
of  the  animal  OEconomy. 

The  Liyer  is  the  Organ  ordained  by  Na¬ 
ture,  for  the  Separation,  Secretion,  and  ulti¬ 
mate  Perfection  of  the  bilious  Humour;  and 
I  fhould  immediately  proceed  to  examine 

the  Principles  and  Mechanifm  of  this  im¬ 
portant  Organ,  but  that  Malpigius ,  that  ac¬ 
curate  Anatomift,  and  our  learned  Coun¬ 
tryman  Dr.  Gliffon ,  have  fo  fully  exhaufted 
this  Subject,  that  they  have  left  but  little, 
that  is  new%  to  be  Paid  by  thofe  that  come 
after  them  ;  And  as  I  am  only  to  obferve 
the  Nature  of  Secretion,  the  Principles  of 
the  Bile,  and  the  Ufes  and  Purpofes  for 
which  it  is  ordained  to  ferve  in  Life,  fo  I 
lodge,  that  the  Courfe  of  the  Veffels,  their 
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various

various  Ramifications,  and  their  Aptnefs 
for  the  Secretion  of  this  Humour,  will  fur- 
nifh  out  every  Thing  neceflary  to  be  known 
upon  this  Subject. 

However,  I  think  proper  here  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  Modus  of  Secretion  of 

A 

the  Bile  in  the  Liver,  is  different  from  the 
Humours  fecreted  in  all  other  Parts  of  the 
Body  ;  for  in  all  other  Parts  the  Secretions 
are  ufually  made  from  an  Artery,  but  in 
the  Liver  Nature  has  inverted  that  Order, 
and  makes  ufe  of  a  Vein  :  .And  therefore 

i 

the  Vena  Porta  is  appointed  for  this  import¬ 
ant  Office  :  This  Vein  receives  the  Blood 
from  the  Spleen,  from  the  mefenterick 
Arteries,  and  from  almoft  all  the  Organs 
fituated  in  the  lower  Belly :  This  fangui- 
neous  Fluid  moving  much  flower  in  the 
Vena  Porta,  than  it  would  have  done  in 
an  Artery  of  the  fame  Structure  and  Me- 
chanifm,  is  the  foie  Caufe  why  the  bilious 
Salts  are  fo  readily  difpofed  to  attradf  each 

other* 
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other,  and  form  a  Fluid  with  that  Vifci- 
dity,  necelTary  to  give  Confiftence  to  the 
Bile  5  and  for  this  End  and  Purpofe  the 
Vena  Porta  and  biliary  Veffels  are  inclofed 
in  one  common  Sheath  or  Capfule  ;  they 
enter  the  Liver  on  the  Concave  Side,  and 
are  equally  diftributed  through  all  its  Sub- 
ftance ;  fo  that  wherever  there  is  a  Branch 
of  the  one,  there,  upon  good  Infpedtion, 
you  will  be  fure  to  difcover  a  Branch  of  the 
other  :  and  therefore  each  Lobe,  and  each 
Gland  of  that  Lobe,  whether  on  the  Con¬ 
vex  or  Concave  Side,  receives  the  fame  Vef¬ 
fels,  viz,  A  Vein,  Nerve  and  Artery,  called 
Arteria  Hepatica ,  to  convey  the  Nourifli- 
ment  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Liver. 

The  Porta  receives  the  Blood  from  the 
neighbouring  Parts,  which  is  very  fharp, 
by  reafon  of  the  clofe  Union  of  the  bilious 
Salts ;  for  the  Lymph  that  kept  them 
afunder  is  feparated  from  the  Blood  by  the 
Glands  of  the  Stomach,  Inteftines,  Pan¬ 
creas, 
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creas  and  Mefentery ;  and,  therefore,  if  this 
{harp,  deterfive,  faline  Bile,  did  continue 
to  circulate  with  the  Blood,  it  muft  fre¬ 
quently  occafion  vehement  Fevers,  colli¬ 
quative  Fluxes,  Heart-Burnings,  and  fevere 
Cholic  Pains,  but  thefe  miferable  Ef¬ 
fects  are  often  prevented  by  a  foft  oleous 
Fluid,  that  tempers  thefe  {harp,  keen  Salts? 
and  blunts  their  acrimonious  Effedts,  both 

upon  the  Inteftines,  and  Parts  adjoining. 

In  the  Secretion  of  the  Bile,  we  are  to 
obferve,  that  the  Vena  Porta  hepatica  ter¬ 
minates  in  little  fmall  glandular  Folliculi, 
that  fecret  the  Bile  from  the  Blood ;  from 
thefe  fmall  Glands  the  bilious  Humour  is 
received  into  the  Extremities  of  the  Pori 
biliarii,  as  they  inofculate  with  the  Extre¬ 
mities  of  the  Vena  Porta,  and  which,  by 
their  Unions,  form  one  Trunk,  called  the 
Dudtus  Hepaticus  :  This  Trunk  empties 
Part  of  the  Gall  into  the  Gall  Bladder:  From 
the  Gall  Bladder  arifes  the  Dudtus  Cyfticus, 

G  which 
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which  uniting  with  the  Dudtus  Hepaticus, 
form  one  common  Trunk,  called  the  Duc¬ 
tus  corrtmunis  Cholidocus,  that  conveys 
the  Gall  into  the  Duodenum,  near  its  Cur- 
viture,  that  forms  the  Beginning  of  the  Je¬ 
junum  5  fo  that  only  Part  of  the  Gall  flows 
into  the  Vefica  fellea,  by  the  Cyftick  Dud:, 
while  the  other  Part  is  conveyed  into  the 
Inteftines  by  the  Dudtus  communis  Choli¬ 
docus,  that  opens  into  that  Organ  by  an 
oblique  Infertion.

The  Bile  feems  to  be  a  grofs,  thick,  vif- 
eid,  oleous  Phlegm,  well  impregnated 
with  Salts  of  various  Kinds,  as  fweet,  bit¬ 
ter,  acerb,  muriatic,  and  bitter-fweet ;  all 
which  are  blended  and  intimately  mixed  in 


a  fmall  Quantity  of  vifcid  Phlegm  :  In  this 
Fluid,  more  than  any  other  of  the  Body^ 
the  Oil  and  Salts  greatly  predominate ;  for 
an  Ounce  of  black  Gall  contained  in  the 
Fund  of  the  Vefica  fellea  yields  Oil  and 
Salts,  of  each  three  Drams,  of  Phlegm 
onlv  two  Drams* 

If 
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If  you  examine  the  Gail  in  the  Liver, 
in  the  Pori  bilianii,  and  Gall  Bladder,  you 
will  find  it  of  a  different  Confiftence,  Co¬ 
lour,  and  Bitternefs,  in  all  thefe  three  dif¬ 
ferent  Situations ;  for  the  Gall  in  the  Liver, 
or  glandular  Folliculi,  is  of  a  pale  Green, 
more  fluid,  faltifh,  and  lefs  bitter  ;  that  in 
the  cyftick  Duft  more  vifcid,  lefs  bitter,  but 
greatly  partaking  of  facharine  Salts  :  That 
in  the  Gall  Bladder  appears  of  a  deep  po» 
racious  Green  :  And  laftly,  that  in  the 
Fund,  inclining  to  a  blackitti  Hue,  and 
which  is  more  vifcid,  lefs  fait,  but  contains 
more  of  the  bitterifh  Twang, 

I  could  not  but  be  thus  particular  upon 
the  Nature,  Principles,  and  Secretion  of 
the  Bile,  becaufe  our  great  Matter  Hippo - 
crates  avers,  that  the  Ingredients  of  Bile 
are  generated  with  the  firft  Principles  of 
Life  ;  and  when  it  happens  to  be  vicious, 
redundant,  or  defedtive,  fails  not  to  be- 

G  2  come 
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come  the  Parent  of  mod  Difeafes  that  any 
Way  can  aflfedt  the  Conftitutions  of  Animal 
Bodies,  efpecially  thofe  that  are  hot,  fiery, 
and  inflammatory  :  And  tho’  every  Confu¬ 
tation  mud  neceflarily  generate  Bile,  yet  a 
tenfe,  fpringy  Conftitution,  or  a  Confli- 
tution  with  very  elaftic  Fibres,  mud  necef- 
farily  have  this  Humour  in  the  largeft  Pro¬ 
portion  5  and  thefe  liable  to  generate  much 
Bile,  are  very  prone,  Spring  and  Fall,  to 
fall  into  Loofeneffes,  Fluxes,  and  the  Cho^ 
lera  Morbus,  which  is  what  we  call  a  bi¬ 
lious  Vomiting,  accompanied  with  a  Loofe- 
nefs,  where  great  Quantities  of  yellow, 
green,  black  Stools  are  difcharged*

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SECT.  VI. 

Of  fome  other  fovereign  Properties  of  the 
Bile  y  as  it  both  promotes  the  Digefion  of 
our  AlimentSy  afjifs  the  Circulation  of  the 
Bloody  and  helps  forward  the  glandular 
Secretion  in  every  Part  of  the  Body . 

BU  T  I  have  not  yet  done  with  the  Bile  5 
for  it  is  a  fecreted  Humour,  of  that  vaft 
Service  and  Ufe  in  the  Animal-OEconomy; 
that  I  very  much  queftion  whether  either 
Health  could  fubfift,  or  Life  itfelf  be  con¬ 
tinued,  without  its  Affiftance  ;  for  this  Bile, 
I  am  fpeaking  of,  is  a  Secretion  fo  univer- 
fal,  that  I  do  not  know  one  Angle  Species 
of  Animals  deftitute  of  this  noble  Secre¬ 
tion  ;  for  Man,  Beaft,  Reptiles,  and  the 
various  Claffes  of  the  Fifh  Kind,  all  have 
Bile  ;  and,  in  all  thefe  different  Subjects,  it  is 
the  bittereft  Humour  in  the  whole  Body  ; 
which  is  a  ftrong  Argument  with  me  of 
the  Neceffity  of  bitter  Medicines  in  divers 

Cafes 
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Cafes  of  Diteafes,  efpecially  when  they 
are  properly  applied. 

Now  the  Bile  is  fo  copious  a  Subjefl:,  and 
affords  fo  many  Experiments  to  enlarge  up¬ 
on,  that  I  could  write  a  very  large  Vo¬ 
lume  on  the  Principles,  Nature,  and  Vir¬ 
tues  of  the  Bile  alone,  without  exhaufting 
the  Subject :  And  we  find  by  Experience, 
that  all  People  of  a  hot,  choleric,  dry  Com 
ftitution,  are  inordinately  fubjedf  to  be  hot> 
furious,  and  paflionate,  in  proportion  as 
they  generate  a  greater  or  leffer  Quantity  of 
Bile :  However,  I  will  not  fay,  that  any 
one  of  the  fecreted  Liquors  or  Recrements 
are  the  foie  Caufe  of  Life  and  Health  ; 
yet  this  I  will  aver,  and  am  able  to  de- 
monftrate,  that  neither  Health  nor  Life  can 
long  lubfift,  where  the  Recrements  of  the 
Saliva  and  Bile  are  for  any  confiderable 
Time  obftrudted  :  And  it  is  the  Obferva- 
tion  of  all  Naturalifts,  that  the  Bile  greatly 
differs  in  its  own  Nature  ;  for  in  the  larger 

Animals 
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Animals  it  is  lefs  acrid  and  fharp,  than  in 
thofe  that  are  little ;  in  Beafts  than  Birds,  and 
in  Birds  than  Fifties,  and  in  Fifties,  than 
the  various  Tribes  of  Infedts :  However,  in 
Man  we  difcover  the  mo  ft  tinging  bitter 
Bile,  that  is  in  any  Animal  whatfoever  ;  for 
it  is  fo  intenfely  bitter  in  this  Animal,  that 
one  Drop  will  communicate  a  bitterifh 
Twang  to  two  Ounces  of  Water ;  and  the 
lame  Quantity  will  tinge  half  a  Pint  of  the 
fame  Fluid  with  a  fine,  beautiful,  palifh 
Green. 

But  to  be  a  little  more  explicit,  and  par¬ 
ticular  upon  this  Subjedt:  As  it  is  a  Point 
of  fuch  Importance  to  the  Health  and  Lives 
of  Animals,  I  lay  it  down  as  a  Principle, 
not  to  be  contefted,  that  Life  itfelf  de¬ 
pends  upon  a  regular  and  uninterrupted 
Circulation  of  the  Blood  and  Fluids  through 
the  feveral  Organs  of  the  Animal  OEco- 
nomy  ;  this  conftant  and  equal  Motion  of 
the  Blood  is  kept  up  by  the  Circulation  of 

the 
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the  Bile,  that  every  where  deftroys  the  te¬ 
nacious,  thick,  vifcid  Particles  of  Phlegm, 
that  renders  the  Blood  roapy,  ftagnant,  and 
apt  to  furr  up  the  minuted:  Arteries. 

This  bilious  Humour,  from  its  incid- 
ing,  penetrant,  and  diflolving  Qualities, 
not  only  aflifls  the  Circulation,  but  alfo  is 
greatly  concerned  in  promoting  the  Separa¬ 
tion  of  the  Chyle  from  the  Faeces,  or  Mat¬ 
ter  of  our  Stools,  aflifls  its  PaiTage  into  the 
LaCteals,  and  then  cuts,  divides,  and  cor¬ 
rects  the  thick,  vifcid  Slime,  that  often 
adheres  to  the  Coats  of  the  Stomach  and 
Inteftines  -y  blocks  up  their  Secretions,  and 
is  a  frequent  Caufe  of  very  fevere  Cholic 
Pains. 

But,  amongft  all  the  Salts  of  the  Bile, 
which  are  both  volatile  and  fixed,  there  is 
a  peculiar  eflential  Salt,  endued  with  a  very 
fweet  Property :  Thefe  eflential,  facharine 
Salts,  more  readily  join  with  the  Chyle  in 

i  the 
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the  Inteftines  than  any  other  3  and  this  is 
that  Salt,  that  gives  to  the  Chyle  both  its 
Sweetnefs  of  Tafte,  and  that  Whitenefs,  it 
obtains  after  it  has  pafled  the  Venae  Lacteae 
Primi  Generis  :  .This  facharine  Salt  alfo 
gives  to  the  Urine  of  thofe  that  labour  on* 
der  the  Diabetes,  that  fweet  Tafte  we  of¬ 
ten  difcover  in  thofe  that,  for  any  confider- 
able  Time,  have  been  fubjedt  to  this  Dif- 
£afe. 


If  we  proceed  farther  in  our  Enquiries, 
we  fhall  difcover  by  Experiments,  that  the 
Bile  of  Animals  abfterges  like  Soap,  and 
renders  Oils  mifcible  with  Water  :  As  to 
its  Virtues,  it  penetrates,  attenuates,  and 
refolves  all  Obftrudtions  in  every  Part  of  the 
Body,  and  affedts  Rofins,  Gums,  and  other 
tenacious  Bodies,  by  a  Di ffolution  of  their 
Texture  ;  whereby  they  are  brought  to  mix 
with  any  Fluid  they  are  applied  to ;  This 
Bile  or  Gall  is  neither  alcalious  or  acid,  but 
feems  a  Combination  of  various  Salts,  Oils, 

•H  and 
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and  Sulphurs,  diluted  in  a  pretty  largo 
Quantity  of  Phlegm  ;  there  is  no  Queftion 
to  be  made,  but  that  the  principal  Ufe  of 
the  Bile  is  to  feparate,  attenuate,  and 
fheath  the  Afperities  of  the  Chyle  by  its 
Oils  and  Sulphurs  ;  to  blunt  the  Acids  by  its 
oleous  Corpufcles,  and  to  affift  the  Circula¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood  in  the  Veins  and  Arte¬ 
ries,  by  its  ftimulating  Powers  :  It  alfo 
proves  a  Stimulus  to  the  Inteftines,  and 
thereby  facilitates  the  Defcent  of  our  Ex¬ 
crements,  and  without  which  we  fhould  be 
perpetually  coftive,  and  feldom  go  to  Stool. 

As  the  Bile  is  the  hotteft  and  fharpefl  qf 
all  other  Humours  in  the  Body  5  fq  in  ifs 
Circulation,  it  every  where  irritates  the  Fi¬ 
bres  qf  the  Veins,  Nerves,  and  Arteries  5 
and  thereby  keeps  up  the  Circulation  of  the 
Blood,  and  frees  the  Glands  from  Obftruc- 
tions  ;  fo  that  without  the  Circulation  of 
the  Bile,  and  conftant  Secretion  of  this 
bilious  Humour,  the  Circulation  of  the 

Blood 
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Blood  would  be  languid,  the  Secretion  of 
the  feveral  Humours  Hand  ftill,  and  Life 
it-felf  be  extind ;  for  there  is  no’  other  Pow¬ 
er,  that  we  know  of  in  Nature,  capable 
of  keeping  up  the  Blood's  Motion,  fave  the 
Bile :  And  therefore,  in  the  Blood,  thefe 
bilious  Salts  are  fet  at  fuch  a  Diftance  from 
each  other,  as  only  to  irritate  the  Veins  and 
Arteries  to  a  Degree,  as  may  keep  the 
Blood  in  Motion,  and  help  forward  the  Se- 
Gretion  of  the  feveral  refpedive  Humours 

to  their  defiin’d  Ends  and  Purpofes  of  Life ; 
but  as  the  Stomach  and  Inteftines  are  com- 
pofed  of  more  folid  Coats,  fo,  to  make  any 
fuitable  Impreffions  upon  their  vifcid,  fiimy, 
Secretions,  there  was  a  Necefflty  for  a  more 
adive,  volatile,  inciding  Humour  :  And 
therefore,  as  the  Bile  came  to  be  fecreted  in 
the  Vena  Porta  of  the  Liver,  it  was  deprived 
of  its  Fluidity,  that  a  greater  Quantity  of 
its  various  Salts  might  be  concentrated  in  a 
fmaller  Portion  of  Phlegm  ;  for  by  this 
Means  its  Salts  are  fo  nearly  collided,  that 

H  2  they 
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they  form  a  thick,  vifcid,  faline,  bitter 

t 

Humour,  whofe  Office  is  to  ftimulate  the 
Inteftines,  keep  up  their  periftaltic  Mo¬ 
tions,  and  help  forwards  the  Defcent  of  the 
Excrements,  and  without  which  they  would 
be  apt  to  ftagnate  in  the  Inteftines,  and  cre¬ 
ate  obftinate  Coftivenefs  and  fevere  cholic 
Pains  ;  fo  that  the  bilious  Salts  ferve  feve- 
ral  Ends  and  Purpofes  in  Life  ;  for  as  they 
exift  in  the  Blood,  fo  they  affift  the  Circu¬ 
lation  ;  as  they  are  fecreted  in  the  Liver, 
and  flow  into  the  Inteftines,  the  more  fine 
Parts  help  forwards  the  Separation  of  the 
Chyle,  and  its  Secretion  into  the  Ladteals, 
while  a  grofler  Portion  of  the  bilious  Salts 
mix  with  the  Excrements,  and  facilitate 
their  Defcent;  and  without  which  the  Ani¬ 
mal  itfelf  neither  could  well  fubfift  under 
a  found  State  of  Health,  or  continue  in 
Life  for  any  confiderable  Time. 


After  fo  much  faid  concerning  our 
Enquiries  into  the  Nature,  Principle,  and 

Se- 
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Secretion  of  the  Bile,  I  {hall  only  obferve 
on  the  Fluid  fecreted  from  the  Pan¬ 
creas,  that  it  is  a  fine,  thin,  lymphatic 
Liquor,  whofe  Office,  when  mixed  and 
incorporated  with  the  Saliva,  ftomachic 
Juices,  and  Bile,  ferves  to  dilute  and  attenu¬ 
ate  the  Chyle,  and  facilitate  its  Motion  in¬ 
to  the  ladteal  Veflels  ;  which  leads  me 
to  treat  of  the  Efficacy  of  the  Saliva,  when 
duly  mixed,  properly  incorporated,  and 
perfectly  united  with  the  foregoing  Li¬ 
quors,  whereby  they  arrive  at  the  higheft 
Perfection  their  feveral  Natures  are  capable 
of  $  and  of  whofe  EffeCts  and  Confe- 
quences,  in  divers  Difeafes,  we  fhall  treat 
in  the  following  SeCtion, 


SECT. 
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S  E  C  T.  VII. 

Of  the  Operation  of  the  Fafling  Saliva * 
when  inwardly  taken ,  and  mixed  with 
the  pancreatic  and  bilicus  Juices ,  in  the 
Scurvy ,  Gravel ,  Rheumatifmi  and  divers 
other  Difeafes  incident  to  objlrudl  the  Bloody 
and  vitiate  the  Secretions  in  the  internal 
Habit * 

Wr  E  have  now  feen  in  the  fourth  Sec¬ 
tion  what  this  Falling  Spittle  will 
do  alone,  and  when  outwardly  applied,  in 
divers  external  Difeafes  t  I  come  now  to 
fpeak  of  its  Effects  and  Virtues,  after  it 
is  mixed  with  divers  fecreted  Liquors,  in 
its  Paffao-e  from  the  Mouth,  till  it  becomes 
a  fecreted  Liquor  into  the  Mouth  again.  If 
the  Falling  Spittle,  after  the  Bread  has 
been  well  moiilened  with  it  in  the  Mouth, 
is  charged  into  the  Stomach,  it  then,  in  its 
Paffage,  meets  with  the  lubricating  Lymph 
of  the  Gula,  which,  from  its  fpirituous,  ac¬ 
tive  Qualities,  very  much  improves  the 

Faft- 
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Faffing  Saliva  >  and  after  its  Defcent  into 
the  Stomach,  there  the  ftomachic  Juices 
are  continually  fecreting  from  their  refpec- 
jtive  Glands ;  continually  mixing  with  the 
ingefted  Spittle  conveyed  into  the  Stomach 
with  the  Meat  we  eat,  till  digefted  into  a 
thin,  light,  volatile  Spume  or  Froth, 
they,  from  their  Lightnefs  and  Tenuity 
of  Parts,  flow  over  the  Pylorus  into  the 
Inteffines,  where  all  thefe  various  Fluids 
of  the  Saliva,  of  the  fecreted  Liquor,  ilia- 
ing  from  the  Glands  of  the  OEfophagus 
and  Stomach,  are  united  in  the  Duode¬ 
num,  and  intimately  combined  with  the 
bilious  and  pancreatic  Juices,  dilcharged 
from  their  refpedtive  Pipes,  into  one  uni¬ 
form  Mafs  or  Soap, 

And  having  brought  the  Faffing  Saliva 
through  a  Courfe  of  Digeffions,  to  mix 
with  the  Bile,  and  pancreatic  Juice  in  the 
Inteffines ;  it  appears  to  me,  from  the  very 
Nature  and  Properties  of  the  bilious  Hu¬ 
mours  thus  pew-modelled,  from  the  Accefs 

of 
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of  the  various  Secretions,  that  we  have  ge* 
nerally  confined  the  Gall  and  pancreatic 
Juices  to  anfwer  very  imperfedt  Purpofes 
of  Life  ;  as  if  they  were  fecreted  for  little 
elfe,  but,  by  their  bitter  and  acid  Salts,  to 
diffolve  our  Aliments  in  the  Stomach  and 
Inteflines,  to  facilitate  the  Defcent  of  the 
Fceees,  and  give  the  depurated  Chyle  a  Faf- 
fage  into  the  Ladteals.  But  upon  a  more 
attentive  View  of  Things,  we  fhall  per¬ 
ceive  that  the  bilious  Humour  ferves  very 
great  and  important  Ends  of  Life  in  the 
Animal-OEconomy ;  for  were  this  liquid, 
volatile,  animal  Soap,  of  a  very  adtive, 
cleanfing,  penetrant  and  abfterfive  Nature, 
by  the  Largenefs  and  Union  of  Salts  of  vari¬ 
ous  Natures,  as  of  bitter,  fweet,  fait,  acrid, 
alkcalious,  and  muriatic,  all  combined  in¬ 
to  one  fubflantial  Fluid  ;  it  will  neceffarily 
happen,  that  fuch  a  uniform  Liquor  will 
be  able  to  diffolve  all  Manner  of  vifcuous 
Humours,  and  fabulous  Concretions,  that 
fur  up  the  Mouths  of  the  Ladteals,  ob- 

ftrudl 
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ftrudt  the  Paffage  of  the  Chyle,  and  dif- 
pofe  all  corrupt  Humours  to  difcharge  by 
Stool,  Urine,  and  infenfible  Perfpiration. 

\ 

This  Fluid  the  Saliva,  by  the  Improve¬ 
ments  it  receives,  as  above  defcribed,  be¬ 
ing  admitted  with  the  Chyle  into  the  Lac- 
teals,  attenuates,  diffolves,  and  liquifies  any 
Fur  or  Coagulum,  that  may  (lick  or  ad¬ 
here  to  the  Coats  of  the  Lafteals,  or  ob- 
ftrudt  in  the  Veffels  of  the  Receptaculum 
Chili,  or  Diidlus  Thoracicus  :  For  the  fine 
thin,  depurated,  Chyle  contains  Globules  of 
a  larger  Size,  than  any  to  be  found  in  the 
Blood  itfelf;  and  therefore  are  apter  to 
ftagnate  in  thefe  fine,  white  Tubes,  called 
Vense  Ledtea?  primi  &  fecundi  Generis, 
than  in  the  Veffels  of  any  other  Parts  of 
the  Body. 

Therefore  if  it  enters  the  Ladeals, 
and  gets  into  the  Blood,  it  purifies  that 
Fluid,  diffolves  all  preternatural  Lentours, 

I  fcours 
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fcours  the  Glands,  and  cleanfes  their  Emune- 
tories,  whereby  the  Veins,  Nerves,  and 
Arteries,  are  cleared  of  all  embaraffing 
Obftru&ions,  and  the  Courfe  of  Nature 
carried  on  with  the  greatefl  Harmony  and 
Accord.

In  the  Kidnies,  Ureters,  and  Bladder, 
It  is  known  to  encreafe  the  Separation  and 
Secretion  of  the  Fluids  in  the  urinary  Paf- 
fages ;  fo  that  a  Man  may  obferve  himfelf 
to  difcharge  more  Urine  after  he  has  eat 
his  Cruft  in  a  Morning  fafting,  than  at  any 
other  Time  of  the  Day :  Again,  this  noble 
Fluid,  by  its  oleous  and  balfamic  Qualities* 
abates  Pain,  and  aflwages  the  Inflammation 
of  the  Parts,  as  is  very  ufual  where  either 
much  Gravel  or  large  Stones  have  frequent¬ 
ly  pafied  thefe  feveral  Organs :  As  this 
fine,  balfamic,  liquid,  compound  Soap  is 
endued  with  foft,  oleous,  and  balfamic 
Properties,  whereby  it  may  (heath  the  Af- 
perlties  of  the  acrimonious  Salts,  and  at- 

tern- 
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temperate  all  fharp  Humours ;  fo  it  abounds 
alfo  with  fharp,  acid,  inciding  Salts,  both 
volatile,  effential,  and  fixed  ;  whereby  it 
attenuates,  breaks,  and  diffolves,  all  fabu« 
lous  Concretions,  rectifies  the  Intempera¬ 
tures  of  the  Blood,  that  may  intercept  the 
Motion  of  the  Fluids  in  every  Part,  and 
carries  its  Virtues  to  the  extremeft  Organs 
of  the  Body :  Nor  does  it  only  contribute 
to  deftroy  the  moft  flubborn  Difeafes,  but 
alfo  mightily  ferves  to  preferve  the  Body  in 
Health  5  for  where  the  Circulation  of  the 
Blood,  the  Secretion  of  the  Juices,  and  Dif- 
charge  of  the  excrementitious  Faeces  and 
Fluids  are  conflant,  regular,  and  uniform  ; 
there  the  Health  is  in  the  higheft  Perfection 
a  Man  can  poffibly  arrive  at,  in  this  imper~ 

feCt  State  of  Nature.

SECT.  VIII. 


Of  the  Force  and  Efficacy  of  Faffing,

Every  one  muff  be  fenfible,  what  great 
Things  have  been  promifed  from  Quicklil- 
ver,  Tar-water,  Mrs.  Stevens’s  Medicines,

and  divers  other  Quack  Pills,  Powders,  and 
Elixirs,  in  the  Gravel,  Gout,  Droply,  and 
various  other  Difeafes:  But  I  declare,  that 
if  the  Advice  I  offer  for  the  Benefit  of

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Mankind,  be  but  carefully  obferved,  an4 
punctually  put  in  Pradice,  that  many  will 
not  only  receive  great  Relief,  but  an  entire 
Exemption,  from  the  mpft  ohftinate  and 
ftubborn  Difeafes. 

For  we  on  oftit  ever  to  confider,  that 
Nature  is  always  on  the  Side  of  Health, 
and  continually  thriving  to  reftore  the  Con- 
ffcitution,  whenever  borne  down  by  the  Force 
of  a  Difeafe  \  fo  that  feldom  can  any  Ob¬ 
it  rudions  happen  to  the  -  Body,  but  that 
Repletion  or  gorging  more  than  Nature  can 
digeft,  is  the  Caiffe  ;  and  which,  when 
often  repeated,  brings  on  Indigeftions  in 
the  Stomach,  Windinefs  or  Flatulencies  in 
the  Bowels  and  Inteftines  ;  a  Corruption  of 
Humours  in  the  Blood,  and  various  Ob- 
ftrudions  in  different  Organs  of  the  Habit:

THUS  we  have  dicovered  the  Opera¬ 
tion  of  this  noble  and  mo  ft  fovereign 
Remedy  in  the  Scurvy,  Gravel,  Rheuma- 
tifm,  and  divers  other  Difeafes  5  which 
leads  me  to  fpeak  a  few  Things  of  the 
Air,  Diet,  and  Exercife,  necefiary  to  be 
obferved,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  Relief  it 
gives  in  the  molt  flubborn  Difeafes. 

But  before  we  can  expedt  to  accomplifii 
all  thefe  fine  Bffedts,  enumerated  in  the 

fore-- 
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foregoing  Pages,  I  hold  it  highly  neceffary 
that  a  proper  Air,  a  regular  Diet  and  a 
Well  adjufted  Exercife,  fhould  be  enjoined 
the  Patient :  As  to  the  Air,  which  is  the 
fi rft  Thing  we  ought  to  confult  about, 

I  judge  it  highly  neceffary,  that  the  Patient 
fhould  fojourn  in  a  foft,  free,  open  Air  j 
on  a  Ground  rather  riling  $  in  a  Place  free 
from  Woods,  Fens,  or  high  Mountains, 

.  that  may  intercept  the  pure,  balfamic  Pro¬ 
perties  of  this  healthful,  enlivening  Fluid, 
the  Ain  By  all  means,  if  he  is  fubjedt  to 
either  the  Gravel,  Afthma  or  Rheumatifm, 
let  him  avoid  living  in  great  Cities,  which 
are  pernicious  to  thofe  incident  to  the  fore¬ 
going  Difeafes ;  and  therefore  my  Advice 
is,  that  he  take  the  Medicine  in  the  Coun¬ 
try,  if  poffible,  as  the  Goodnefs  of  the  Air 
will  affift  its  Operation  :  But  if  his  Bufi- 

nefs  calls  him  to  the  City,  and  he  cannot

poffible  flay  in  the  Country,  he  mull  not, 
by  any  Means,  intermit  the  Medicine,  but

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iftiffio'n  ;  front  which,  in  moft  Difeafes, 
that  are  lodged  within  the  Compafs  of  the 
Circulation,  he  will  receive  considerable 
Benefit.

Having  done  with  the  Air,  the  next 

Thing  to  be  obferved,  is  the  Patient’s  Diet: 
And  I  chufe  to  begin  with  his  Diet  in  the 
Morning,  becaufe  there  are  feveral  nice 
Circumftances,  necefifary  to  be  adjufted,  in 
order  to  facilitate  the  Operation  of  this 
fovereign  Remedy,  we  call  the  Faffing 
Spittle.  And  therefore  I  advife  the  Patient 
to  eat  his  Breakfaft  about  Ten  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Morning:  And,  under  a  Fit  of  the 
Gravel,  I  would  advife  him  to  drink  three 
or  four  Difhes  of  a  Tea,  made  either  of 
Mallow  Flowers,  or,  if  the  Seafon  does  not 
permit  them  to  be  had,  let  him  ufe  the 
Mallow  Leaves,  fweetened  with  Honey, 
with  a  Slice  or  Two  of  Bread  ancj  Butter, 
as  the  bed  Breakfaft  he  can  have.

When  I  fpeak  of  Exercife,  I  always  (up- 
pole  the  Patient  is  entirely  free  from  any 
Pains  of  the  Gravel  or  Stone. 

After  his  Return,  if  he  finds  himfelf 
refrefhed,  he  may  take  a  Walk  in  the  Gar¬ 
den,  or  about  the  Houle,  or  bufy  himfelf

Wind  and  Crudities,  and  fubjedted  them  to 
fevere  cholic  Pains.

When  he  fits  down  to  his  great  Meal,  or 
Dinner,  I  permit  him  to  eat  of  every  thing, 

fo 
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fo  it  be  not  too  fait;  for  Salts,  of  all  Kinds, 
are  undoubtedly  Ingredients  of  both  the 
Gravel,  Stone  and  Rheumatifm ;  and 
thcfe  Ingredients  furnifh  out  the  Caufe  of 
frequent  Fits  in  thefe  Difeafes :  And  there¬ 
fore  the  Young,  of  all  Animals,  are  to  be 
chofen,  as  they  confift  of  the  lighted:  Salts 
and  fuch  as  are  eafily  diffipabie  by  Urine, 
Sweat,  and  Perfpiration ;  and  feldom  con¬ 
crete,  as  they  are  not  endued  with  that  De¬ 
gree  of  Attraction  as  are  the  Salts  of  older 
Animals, 

Between  Dinner  and  Supper,  I  would 
not  advife  him  to  touch  any  Thing,  unlefs 
a  Difh  or  two  of  Tea  or  Coffee,  with  a 
Slice  of  Bread  and  Butter ;  for  the  great 
Point  is  fo  to  order  the  Air,  Diet  and  Ex- 
ercife,  as  to  be  able  to  bring  all  the  Mo¬ 
tions  of  the  Animal  Organs  to  a  due  Tem¬ 
perature,  and  then  we  fhall  greatly  pro¬ 
mote  the  Operation  of  this  falutary  Re¬ 
medy,  and  render  its  Virtues  highly  effica?

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His  Supper  I  would  advife  him  to  take 
about  Six  or  Seven  in  the  Evening,  and  by 
no  Means  later ;  and  as  Milk  is  phlegmatic, 
fo,  if  he  pleafes,  he  may  take  half  a  Pint, 
or  more,  of  white  Wine  Whey,  with  a

And,  tho’  of  late  Years,  we  have  heard

any  Remedy,  in  future  Times,  fhall  be 
difcovered,  that,  in  its  Virtues  and  Efficacy, 
comes  up  to  this  invaluable  Medicine,  I 
now  offer  for  the  Benefit  of  Mankind: 
And  the  Patient  may  allure  himfelf,  that 
if  thefe  Rules  and  Cautions,  and  fome 
others,  that  does  not  properly  come  within 
the  narrow  Compafs,  I  here  have  fet  my  - 
felf,  are  but  rightly  purfued,  they  will  not 
only  mightily  contribute  to  preferve  him  in 
Health,  but  alfo  be  extremely  efficacious, 
toreftore  this  invaluable  Bleffing,  when¬ 
ever  overpowered  by  the  Force  of  a  Difeafe:

Now,  tho’  I  will  not  pretend,  like  our 
modern  Quacks,  to  cry  up  this  Medicine, 
as  a  univerfal  Catholicon,  and  promife  the 
World,  that  it  will  never  fail  to  cure  all  Dif- 
eafes,  it  is  applied  to;  yet  I  will  boldly 
venture  to  declare  a  folemn  Truth,  that 
no  Quack  can,  with  Juftice,  affirm  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  his  Medicine:  That  it  never  was 
known  to  do  any  Harm,  to  Man,  Woman, 
or  Child,  notwithftanding  the  many  Thou- 
fands  of  People,  that  have  experimentally 
made  Ufe  of  it.
